eye ofthe one intothe eye of the other, Then pull the 
middle bead upon the ſame being doubled,over hisfel- 
low. and ſo will the beads ſeem to be put over thetwo 
cords without partition, for holding faſt in cach hand 
the two ends of the two cords, you may toſle them as 
you liſt, and make it ſeem manifeſt to the beholders, 
which may not ſec how you have doneit,that the bead- 
ſtones are put uponthe cord without fraud: Then muſt 
you ſcem to add more effefual binding of thoſe bead- 
ſtones to the ſtring, and make one halt of a knot with 
one of the ends of cach ſide, which is for no other pur- 
poſe, but that when the Beadſtones be taken away,the 
cords may be ſceninthe caſe, which the beholders (up- 

oled them to be in before. For when you havemade 
your half knot (which in any wiſe you may not double 
to makea perfect knot) you muſt deliverinto the hands 
of ſome ſtander by.thole two cords,namely, two ends 
evenly ſet inone hand, and two inthe other, and then 
witha wager, and termes of Art, begin to pull off your 
beadſtones, which it you handle nimbly,and in the end 
cauſe him to pull his two ends,the two cords will (hew 
to be placed plainly, and the beadſtones to have come 
thorow the cords. 
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Toburn a thread, and to make it whole azain with the 
aſhes thereof. 

"Pak two threads, or ſmall Laces, of one foot in 
length a picce : roul up one of them round, which 
will be then of the quantity ofa pea, beſtow the ſame 
between your fore-finger and your thumb. Then rake 
the other thread and hold ir forth at length'betwixt the 
forc-finger andthumb of cach hand, holding all your 
fingers daintily, as young Gentlewoman are taught to 
take up a morſe]l of meat. Then let one cur aſunder the 
ſzmethread in the midele, when that is done, put the 
tops of your twothumbs rogether,and (o ſhall you with 
Ic{s ſuſpition receive the peice of thread which you 
hold in your right hand unto yourleft, without open- 
ing your left finger and thumb, then holding theſe two 
peices as you did the ſame before it was cur, let theſe 
two be cut alſo alunderinthe midſt,and they conveyed 
as before, untillthey be cut very ſhott,and then roul all 
thoſe ends together, and keep that ball of ſhort threads 
before the other in your left hand, and with a knife 
thruſt out the ſame intoa candle, where you may hold 
it until the faid ball of ſhort thread be burnt to aſhes; 
Then pull back the knife with your right hand, and 
leave the aſhes with the other ball betwixt the fore-fin- 
ger and thumb of your lctt hand, and with thetwo 
thumbs and two fore- fingers together, (ceming to take 
paines to rub the aſhes, untill your thread be renewed, 
and draw out that thread art length, which you kept all 
this while betwixt your fore finger and thumb. If you 
have Legerdemain to beſtow the ſame ball of thread, 
and to change it from place to place betwixt your two 
fingers(as may be cafily done)then it wlll feem-yery

JaSonice a peice of the Lace which you mean to cur,

Ou muſt hayea box made of braſſe, or Crooked-

This box might be ſo neatly made, that each lid might 
have a ſmall bolt artificially contrived ( which though
